Lonpon, Dee. . The Governor of Siberia 
has just issued a proclamation announcing 
that the Arctic voyage ship, the Jeannette, 
is safe, with all on board well, and all her 
equipments intact. The Governor, who has 
taken fora long time a great interest in 
Arctic explorations, caused an extraordinary 
exploring party to be sent out to hunt the 
tracks of the Jeannette. When he learned 
that fears were entertained that misfortune 
had overtaken her, and that relief ex- 
peditions were being organized in her in- 
terests by the different Governments, know- 
ing the delays incidental to such govern- 
mental action, he at once equipped and sent 
out on his own account a party of the most 
experienced and reliable explorers at his 
command, with the most ample powers and 
most positive instruction. These men at 
once entered into the undertaking with 
all their. souls, and stuck to their 
work, despite the most dangerous obstacles, 
until they found traces af the lost ship and 
finally overtook her. The people aboard the 
Jeannette were much astonished when they 
were informed by the Siberian explorers that 
they had become the object of solicitude of 
all the civilized nations of we world, and 
that nearly all the Christian oGvernments 
were preparing to make appropriations to fit 
out vessels looking to a general search for 
what it was generally feared would prove to 
be only their remains. After ascertaining 
that the Jeannette was absolutely safe, and 


vided for, the Siberians hastened back to re- 
port the good news for which, the Governor 
had impressed upon them, the whole acien- 
tific world was anxiously waiting. The Gov- 
ernor of Siberia at once dispatched special 
couriers with the news to have it get to Lon- 
don with all possible speed, and it reached 
London but a few minutes ago.

THREE IDENTICAL TELEGRAMS, 
one addressed to the London office of the Herald, 
one to tho Secretary of the Navy, Washington, 
and the third to the Minister of the United 
States at St. Petersburg. The poor fellows 
have lost everything. Engineer Melville says 
that the Jeannette was caught and 
crushed: by the ice on the 234 of June, 
in latitude 77 north, and 157 east longitude. The 
survivors of the Jeannette left in three boats.

VIEWS OF GEORGE KENNAN, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 6.—George 
Kennan, of this city, who some years ago 
traveled a thousand miles or more up the 
River Lena, at the mouth of which Lieut, De 
Long and the survivors of the crew of the 
Arctic steamer Jeannette recently landed, 
says: “ Where the Jeannette was lost is 150 
miles northeast of the Island of New Siberia, 
300 miles from the nearest part of the Siberi- 
an mainland, and a little more than 500 miles 
from the mouth of the Lena. It is probable 
that Lieut. De Long, after abandoning his 
ship, made for the nearest point on the Si- 
berian coast, passing to the eastward and 
southward of New Siberian Island, and 
striking the mainland between the mouth of 
the Indigirka and the month of the Lena. If 
he reached the coast early enough in summer 
he ought to have found 

RUSSIAN AND NATIVE FISHING-STATIONS 
at the mouth of the Yana, the Indigirka, and 
other smaller streams which ll into the 
Arctic Ocean In that vicinity, and thus have 
obtained succor much nearer than the Lena, 
It is possible, however, that he did not reach 
the mainland until after the fishing-stations 
had all been abandoned, and the fishermen 
had retreated up the rivers to their winter 
villages, which, as a rule, are situated some 
distance inland. At the mouth of the Lena 
there is, I believe, a permanent settlement, 
and this seems to have been appointed a 
rendezvous for all the boats. 

IF THE THIRD BOAT 

failed to reach the rendezyous agreed upon, 
the conclusion by no means follows that it is 
lost. The crew may have found an inhab- 
ited station nearer than the mouth of the 
Lena, or been picked up by a Rassian or 
native fishing-boat, and carried or guided to 
some other place of safety. In such a case, 
they might not be heard from for a month 
or more after the arrival of the other boats. 
The third boat’s crew should not be given 
up as lost until we have heard from all the 
villages along the Yana and the Indigirka, 
and from Nizhni Kolyma, which, as a place 
of refuge, was quite as near and quite as ac- 
cessible as the mouth of the Lena.

CAMERON AND ERRETT HAVE TREATED HIM

Wasninotoyn, D. C., Dec. 20.— The Presi- 
dent today nominated William A. McCleary, 
of Pittsburg, to be Postmaster of that city, 
vice Darlington, resigned. It is possible that 
this nomination will cause the first open 
fight against the Administration that has 
occurred since Gen. Arthur has become Pres- 
ident. Mr. McCleary’s nomination was a 
total surprise to Senator Mitchell, and also 
to the members of the delegation, with the

Mr. Darlington was appointed 
by President Gartield after a long 
and stubborn fight made by Mr. Anderson, 
the previous Postwaster, to retain his place. 
The appointment was acceptable to Mr.

The reasons which in- 
duced him to resign at the time when his 
resignation was tendered are not gener ally 
known. 

CAMERON AND ERRETT 
were aware of the vacancy, and secured the 
nomination of McCleary. Senator Mitchell 
beard nothing of the appointment until he was 
informed of it by Mr. Errett shortly before it was 
sent to the Senate. The nominee was not known 
to the Senator, and he determined to 
ascertain something about aim before 
consenting to bis contirmation. As the 
Senate will adjourn tomorrow. a single 
objection throws the ‘nomination over 
until after the holiday recess.

THE QUESTION TAKING ON AN IMPORTANT 
ASPECT.

CAUCUS 
OVER A SMALL OFFICE.

THE MAYOR AND SALOON LICENSES. 

Tuk TxripuNnr’s suggestion that the saloon 
licenses be raised sufficiently to support 200 
or 20 more policemen has been received 
with universal favor by the press and the 
people. There is a peculiar fitness about the 
proposed distribution of the money which 
commends the proposition even to the better 
class of saloonkeepers, and everybody s 
forced to admit that the present charge of $1 
a week to all classes of saloons is ridiculously 
small. An increase of the license-fee to $100 
for beer-saloons and $200 or $300 for saloons 
selling whisky and all kinds of liquor would 
undoubtedly yield the revenue necessary to 
add 250 policemen te the present inadequate 
force, and such charfes would still be small 
in view of the character and as compared 
with the enormous profits of the saloon 
business. 

But Mayor Harrison, in a fit of fear, is dis- 
posed to dodge this question. He seems to 
think it has been raised simply for the pur- 
pose of exciting an antagonism between him- 
self and the saloon interests. Indeed, he has 
said as much. He does not appear to be able 
to rise above his own political affairs. He is 
reported in a recent interview as saying that 
„he is in no sympathy with the demand that 
the saloons should pay for running the city“ 
(meaning thereby the cost the saloons inflict 
on the city for police protection against the 
evils of their traffic), and that “every lawyer, 
every commission-man, every broker, every 
real- state man and merchant should pay a 
license to aid in supporting the government 
ofacity” (which simply means that his 
Honor” wants to saddle on these classes of 
people the expense of protecting the city 
against the depredations, murders, stabbings, 
shootings, assaults, burglary, theft, wife- 
beating, and other crimes arising from the 
saloon business in order that his pets, the 
gin-slingers, may carry on their trafiice with- 
out cost to them). 

The Mayor exposed his own timidity, how- 
ever, by pointing to Lawler and other whis- 
ky-selling Aldermen as being unwilling to 
“dig their political graves by supporting 
the proposition for an increase of the saloon 
licenses. It is pretty evident that Mr. Har- 
rison intends to keep on the right side of the 
whisky-sellers—a pretty ambition for the 
“best Mayor” ofa great city like Chicago! 

It is all folly for the Mayor to talk about 
charging license fees to the Board of Trade 
men, the lumbermen, the business and pro- 
fessional men, the freight-cars passing 
through the city, etc. He knows very well 
that the charter authorizes nothing of this 
kind, and that, if it did, it would not be wise 
to hazard the decrease in traffic and trade of 
the city which such a license system might 
bring about. The truth is, that the Mayor 
chatters about this general license system 
simply as a means to divert attention from 
the proposed increase of saloon licenses 
which the charter authorizes. It may be 
that he cannot see any difference between

President Arthur devoted a paragraph of 


his recent elaborate message to the de- 
cline of the merchant marine of the United 
States,” and used language which is certain- 
ly significant if the writer intended the mean- 
ing which his words convey.

So far from denying to the navigation in- 
terests a portion of the ald and protection 
which have been so wisely bestowed upon 
our manufactures,” it is notorious that those 
interests in this country enjoy a larger de- 
gree of protection than any other, extend- 
ing to actual prohibition. There are two 
conditions assured by a law which has al- 
ways been rigidly enforced and making up 
the highest possible protection of a direct 
character, These are: 

1. The shipping interest has a monopoly 
under the law of the coasting trade. No 
foreign vessel can ply between two or more 
American ports. To this extent it is evident 
that competition is absolutely shut off and 
our ships are secured a monopoly, and such 
is the fundamental theory of protection.“ 

2, No foreign-built ship can be purchased 
or sailed under the American flag. Thus not 
only is a monopoly of the coasting trade 
guaranteed by the Jaw, but it isrequired thas 
every ship in that trade, and also every ship 
sailed under American auspices everywhere 
else over the world, shall be built in the 
United States by American builders—giving 
the home builders another protective mo- 
nopoly. 

But President Arthur suggests still more 
protection and of the same character as 
that conferred upon manufacturers. This 
seems to indicate that he has a system of 
differential duties in his mind, There is no 
other way to increase the existing protection 
for American shipping interests except by 
direct subsidies. A system of differential 
duties would mean the taxation of foreign 
ships entering or leavim our ports upon the 
basis of their cargoes and a consequent dis- 
crimination in favor of American ships. The 
operation of such a system would be some- 
thing as follows: If foreign vessels now 
carry American grain to Europe at, say, 20 
cents a bushel, the Government would tax 
such a vessel at the rate of, say, 10 centsa 
bushel before allowing her to load with our 
grain, and this would make it necessary for 
foreign ships to charge 30 cents for carrying 
the wheat to Liverpool. American ships in 
the foreign trade would by this system es- 
cape this export taxgtion, and thus be enabled 
to charge, say, 29 cents, and still carry cheap- 
erthan the handicapped English steamer, 
The extra nine cents would, of course, come 
out of the pocket of the Western farmer. 

So aforeign vessel bringing a European 
cargo of goods into an American port, for 
which it would receive, in the absence of 
differential taxation, say $20,000, would be 
taxed $10,000 on its cargo, and thus be con- 
strained to charge $30,000 freightage, adding 
that much to the price of the goods. Amer- 
ican ships, being released from this handi- 
cap taxation, would be able to charge $29,000 
fora similar cargo, and could successfully 
compete by receiving this bounty from the 
consumers of the goods. This would be 
“encouraging ’ American shipping interests 
at the cost. of American consumers, which 
was the scheme Mr. Arthur probably had in 
his mind when he penned the paragraph. 

If the cost of transporting grain to Europe 
were increased 10 cents a bushel, the Amer- 
ican farmer would, of course, receive 10 
cents less, forthe increased freightage would 
not enable him to exact in the foreign mar- 
ket any higher price than is paid for the 
same grade of grain ralsed in Russia, Hun- 
gary, Australia, or India. So, in the case of 
European imports, the American consumer 
would find the extra cost of freight added to 
the price of the article he buys, whether 
such article were brought to the country in 
an American bottom or a foreign bottom. 
lf a system of ship subsidies were adopted 
the American people would not more surely 
pay the cost of such “aid and protéction”’ as 
President Arthur seems to think desirable 
for the shipping interests. 

As a matter of fact, however, it would not 
be possible to increase the foreign trade of 
this country by any system of bounties. 
American manufacturers would not be able 
to sell goods any cheaper in Brazil, for in- 
stance, by reason of a bounty bestowed upon 
American ships, whether in the shape of 
subsidy or by means of a discriminative tax 
on foreign ships. If England oan sell cheap- 
er in the West Indian, South American, Chi- 
nese, or Japanese markets today than Amer- 
lea can, so it could aftemedepting a system 
of 
the foreign trade of the United States can be 
enlarged the system of bountiés will not 
avail to build up the American shippiig in- 
terests, for an American ship would be upon 
the same plane as all foreign ships in com- 
peting for the carrying trade between other 
countries. ‘Lhe fact is, that protection“ is 
only logical when it contemplates the sup- 
pression of foreign trade. It is a system of 
non-iftercourse. Hence it is incompatible 
with every practical effort to enlarge the car- 
rying trade of the country. 

There is reason to suspect that the Presi- 
dent and his Secretary of the Treasury do 
not understand this matter of protection, It 
is certain that they are not consistent about 
it, for they recommend a revision and a re- 
duction of the tariff in one place, and in an- 
other the increase of ald and protection 
to the shipping interests, which would 
operate as an increase of tariff, whatever 
form the proposed bounty might take. The 
true protectionist will admit that a country 
cannot at one and the same time enjoy the 
“ biessings”’ of protection and the profits of 
a foreign trade in competition with free-trade 
nations.

CONGRESSIONAL APPORTIONMENT. 

Mr. Sherwin, of the Aurora district, LIli- 
nois, has introduced an apportionment bill 
in the House of Representatives at Washing- 
ton fixing the membership of the new House 
at 322. Mr. Sherwin was the author of the 
319 bill, which passed the House at the last 
session. He will probably be the Chairman 
of the Census Committee, Any bill intro- 
duced and recommended by him will there- 
fore have an excellent chance of becoming a 
law. 

The 322 bill differs from the 319 bill in as 
signing an additional Representative each to 
Iowa, Wisconsin, and Kansas. These are 
vigorous and growing States, and all stanch- 
ly Republican. The Democrats have but 
two Representatives in Wisconsin, and nope 
in Iowa or Kansas. The giving of additfon- 
al members to these States would increase 
the Republican strength in the lower branch 
of Congress and in the Electoral College by 
three votes, 

Much ean be said in favor of the 322 bill, 
not only on grounds of political expediency, 
but of common Justice. On the basis of 319 
members, the unrepresented fractions of the 
States in question would be: Iowa, 76,890; 
Wisconsin, 77,368; Kansas, 67,582, The 319 
ratio is 154,764. Iowa and Wisconsin would 
have half a ratio, and Kansas a little less 
than half. All would be entitled to an extra 
member or members long before the next 
census was taken, as they are rapidly-grow- 
ing States. 

The 319 bill awards sixteen members on 
fractions, while the 322 bill gives but fourteen 
in the same way. 

The principles of a free ballot and a fair 
count prevail in Iowa, Kansas, and Wiscon- 
sin. The ratio of votes cast to population at 
the last Presidential election was in lowa 
I in 5, and in Kansas and Wisconsin 1 in 
4.9; whereas in Alabama and Arkansas it 
was 1 in 8; in Louisiana and Mississippi 1 in 
9: and in Georgia 1 in 10. 

But, while the 322 bill has much to com- 
mend it, we should regret to see it persist- 
ently urged if a long delay in making any 
apportionment should thereby be occasioned. 
It is highly desirable that the State Legisla- 
tures should have the opportunity to act in 
accordance with the bill as soon as possible. 
The Legislatures of California, lowa, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Maryland, Mississippi, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, New York, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina, Virginia, and 
Wisconsin will this winter be in regular ses- 
sion, and in IIlinois and many of the other 
States special sessions will be called as soon 
as the Congressional apportionment is decid- 
ed upon. There is need therefore of haste, 
and rather than have the subject much long- 
er postponed it would be advisable for the 
Republicans to fall back on the 319 bill, which 
divides the new members equally between 
the North and the South. 

The suggestion of the Superintendent of 
the Census, Col. Seaton, as to a new mode of 
making the apportionment, is not important, 
and will not be favorably acted upon. His plan 
would have the effect, on the 319 basis, of de- 
priving California, Rode Island, and Flori- 
da each of a Congressman that would be given 
it on a fraction by the present method of ap- 
portionment. The States togain by it would 
be Iowa, Missouri, and Wisconsin. But it 
would leave Rhode Island with only one 
Representative for 276,000 population, and 
Florida with one for 267,000. This would be 
not only a theoretical but a mathematical 
injustice. On the basis of 322 members the 
States to lose would be Rh ode Island, Flori- 
da, and Kansas, and the States to gain Mis- 
souri, IIIinois, and New York. But the big 
States can much better afford to give Florida 
and Rhode Island two members each on an 
average population of 133,000 to 138,000 per 
district than to claim fifteen, or twenty-one, 
or thirty-four members for themselves, with 
an average population of 146,500 to 144,500 per 
district. Col. Seaton’s plan is unworkable, 
He has not carried his computations out to 
their legitimate conclusions. He would 
leave Rhode Island with 121,000 people un- 
represented, and Florida with 112,000, or 
more than two-thirds of a ratio. 

Mr. Sherwin should push his bill persist- 
ently, and get it through Congress at the 
earliest possible day. 


THE CLERICAL QUESTION IN FRANCE. 
The policy outlined by M. Paul Bert, the 
new French Minister of Instruction and Pub- 
lic Worship, in a reply to the ceremonial ad- 
dress of his subordinates in the Ministry, is 
attracting much attention and also much 
hostile criticism in Europe. The Church, 
which remonstrated and protested against 
the policy of M. Ferry, his predecessor, who 
banished the Jesuits and closed all its estab- 
lishments which would not submit to the 
supervision of the State, views with still 
more alarm the announcement of M. Bert’s 
policy, not alone because it was known at 
the outset that he was an avowed enemy of 
all religion, but also because he proposes 
now to treat the Church as an undisguised 
enemy of the State and a hostile power 
which must be kept under continual re- 
straint-7@, position which, u the London 
Spectater .remarks,,‘“is. abseladely novel in 
Europe.“ 1% a her’, 

Singularly enough, however, M. Bert's 
general position, which is considered even 
by the English press unjust as well as novel, 
would hardly be considered so.in this coun- 
try; on the other hand, it would be regarded 
as just and impartial. it may be stated 
briefly in his own words: The Minister of 
Worship, in his functions as Minister, must 
be neither religious nor anti-religious. The 
department which I control is simply a Min- 
istry of the general police of worship, if we 
give to the term police its loftiest meaning.“ 
This would seem to be an equitable position. 
He recognizes that there are certain legal 
relations existing between the Church and 
the State, and that it is his duty to see that 
both parties legally discharge their obliga- 
tions. He further declares that while the 
Catholic Church cannot expect any favors 
from him, neither can the Protestant Church 
expect to share the friendliness which some 
of his predecessors have shown it. This too 
is just,and perhaps even in France there 
would not be much complaint, were it not 
for his avowed hostility to all religions, 
which he takes no pains to conceal. 

The broad declaration made by M. Bert 
which will arouse the clerical hostility is, that 
religion is a hostile and dangerous power in 
the State, which must be watched like Com- 
munism, for instance, must be kept under 


constant restraint, and must never be set free 


to accomplish its purposes. He does not 
content himself with declaring that the 
Charch violates its rights, but he declares it 
has no rights, and that it only exists through 
sufferance, and is only tolerated by the law, 
which my at any time sweep it away alto- 
gether. “The organic laws,” he says in his 


the law, and has no rights or privileges ex- 
cept such as the law may condescend to give 
to it. If this be his opinion of the Church, 
then the Church cannot help but feel it is a 
suspected institution under the surveillance 
of M. Paul acting as a religious de- 
tective, liable if the opportunity occurs or 
pretext can be found to arrest it or order it 
out of his jurisdiction as a policeman may 
treat a suspected vagrant, 

So long as M. Bert confines himself te his 
general policy of maintaining a strictly legal 


attitude towards the Church, and of judging 


her upon legal grounds, there ought to be no 
complaint on her part, for if he contends 
that the State must perform its legal obliga- 
tions he has the same right to insist that the 
Church shall perform hers. The misfortune 
of his declaration is the contemptuoys man- 
ner in which he treats religion throagh its 
representatives, and denies that it has any 
right to existence. Such a declaration must 
tend to make the priesthood disloyal, and 


band them together more closely than ever 


before, only waiting their time for open 
rupture with the State. In his bitter opposi- 
tion to all religion M. Bert is as much fanat- 
ical as the priesthood in its opposition to the 
State, and his opinion of them will only tend 


to make them still more fanatical, and fanat- 


icism of any kind is not a healthy clement 
in a Republic. Had M. Bert confined him- 
self to the announcement of the attitude he 
should occupy as a public officer, and not 
have made such an offensive statement of 
his personal feelings towards religion, the 
future relations of Church and State in 
France would not be regarded with so much 
apprehension as they are now and since his 
speech was made,

Tue Mayor declares that he will not sup- 
port or approve any action by the City Coun- 
cil increasing the rates of whisky licenses, 
and the reasons governing him are not such 
as will commend his refusal to public re- 
spect or support. The City Government is 
authorized by charter to exacta tax for 
licenses in certain occupations; the Council 
can levy no license tax upon any other occu- 
pation save those specifically named in the 
charter. One of these occupations is the 
sale of liquors. Thecity will be short in its 
revenue for 1882 some $350,000, besides sus- 
pending certain works which are indispensa- 
ble. The money to supply this deficiency in 
the revenue, it is admitted, can be raised by 
an increase in the rate of saloon licenses, 
The Mayor objects to increasing the rates of 
liquor licenses because it is not lawful to 
levy alicenss tax on twenty other occu- 
pations not now licensed! There is 
“logic for you.” As the city has 
no legal power to levy any license 
tax onany of the occupations he names, all 
the Mayor’s talk on that subject is idle chat- 
ter and cheap demagogism; so he refuses 
to increase the rate of liquor licenses 
and refuses to raise the needed revenue for 
the support of the police, all because itis not 
permitted by the charter to tax other busi- 
ness which he names. He cites the case of 
* Lawler’s ward,“ the Eighth, which he says 
would not reélect Lawler if the rates of 
liquor licenses were raised. Is Lawler’scon- 
tinued eleciion to the Council a matter of 
such vast importance that all considerations 
of revenue and public safety must be sacri- 
ficed in order to secure it? We think it very 
likely that if the question be submitted to 
the Irish of the Eighth Ward they would 
readily vote to make the license rate for 
whisky-shops large enough to close one-half 
of them. Lawler knows this quite weil. 
When he opened his own dram-shop he did 
not open it in the Eighth Ward, but located 
near the Mayor’s office, because the Eighth 
Ward did not furnish him with as profitable 
a “business” as the ward in which he lo- 
cated.

It would be hard to comply with “ Granger’s”’ 
request in “a few words.,“ as it is the most 
voluminous and wordy topic ever discussed in 
this country. Still, we can give him an inkling 
of it in a short space. 

I. It “protects” to the extent of the tax 
about one-tenth of the American people at the 
expense of the others. 

2. Nine-tentns of the American people, chiefly 
farmers, are unprotected, and pay the enormous 
bounties levied upon them to encourage and 
protect the smart tenth who fool them into the 
belief that it is good for them to pay it. 

3. The protective system adds to the price of 
goods in this way:

Tariff tax, say 

Tariff on cost of inland European freight, on 
warebousing, handling, and commissio 


4. This protective system enables the home 
manufacturer to charge, say, 1598. for an article 
produced in Europe for 100, whether it be cents, 
dollars, or pounds, and the American consumer 
pays the difference. . 

5. Suppose, now, that a forehanded farmer in 
Champaign County buys foreign goods which 
cost in Europe $100; he pays the Government

THE MOREY LETTER. 


A New Theory Which Charges Guifeen 
With the Writing of it. 
Atlanta (Ga.) Post. 

Was maro. D. C., Dec. 13.—A startling the- 
ory, entertained by a few experts in penman- 
ship about the State Department and known 
only to a few politicians, bas become at last 
whispered about. This is no less a matter than 
that Guiteau first tried to destroy Gartieid polit- 
ically before his fatal attempt to assasinate him. 
That the miscrable wretch, now about to be con- 
victed of the cowardly killing of his nobie vie- 
tim, forged the famous Morey letter! The man- 
ner in which the diseovery was made was thus: 
Mr. David Graham Adee, translator to the 
Department of State, is also an expert 
in bandwriting. His achievements in the 
various branches of these sciences 
bave long been a source of astonishinent, no 
less than an admiration to his friends. The gift 
of divination seemed almost bis. He has foro- 
cust character more accurately from the mere 
examination of a stranger's chirographby than 
most men could from aa estimate by iutimate 
association with the individual. Having once 
seen a specimen of banowriting, be is abie to 
recognize a repetition by the same person, bhow- 
ever disguised. In tact, his powers have long 
been looked upon as phenomenal. This much 
asa prewise. Mr. Adee became an interesiod 
observer of the attempt to biacken Gey. Gar- 
heid's character inthe last campaign by means 
of the Morey letter, which be at once pro- 
nounced a forgery. Naturally he preserved a 
fac simile of the famous production. The let- 
ter of Guiteau to Mr. Byron Andrews, which 
was also reproduved by photo-litbogtuphy in 
the New York /ieraid, he likewise preserved. 
Something about its character struck him 
us familiar, but the exciting events 
then transpiring took up 20 much 
of his attenuon that he negl@cted for some time 
a close anulysis of the writing. After President 
CGartieid’s death, however, be chanced to have 
the two before bim simultaneously, woen the 
fatal resemblance flasbed upon him with the 
force of a convictions He discovered the key, 
apparent to all on close examination, of the 
well-known gurney Sed the forged signature 
to che Morey letter. This. it will be remem- 
bered. consisted in the fact that the first three 
letters of the surname, instead of reading 
“Gar,” formed a distinct Gul.“ Comparing 
the signature or the Andrews letter of the as- 
satin with that attached to the Morey forgery, 
the coincidence was found to be complete. 
Other points of similitude, less apparent to the 
inexperienced eye. Also occur in the two let- 
ters. To Mr. Adee the chain appeared com- 
plete. With the discretion born of his official 
connection with the diplomatic service he care- 
fully kept bis own counsel, confiding his discov- 
ery only to thesofficials employed in the prosecu- 
tion and the chief of his department. The mat- 
ter leaked out, bowever, and me known toa 
newspaper mau. The propriety of publishing 
the allewed discovery was canvassed iu the 
editorial sanctum of a Demucratic daily, but the 
effect of its announcement, it was decided, 
would be to shift the indirect responsibility of 
the great crime from the shouiders of the Stal- 
warts, where it was thought to fit to a nicety, 
and the matter, though fully prepared, wus 
suppressed. 

The theory by which the probability of the 
identity of the Morey forger with Guiteau was 
supported was this: The inordinate vanity of 
the fellow had been so wounded by the refusal 
of the Republican party to assiga him to cam- 
paign duty that be resoived to bring ruin where 
be could not take auy part contributing to suc- 
cess and his own advancement. This seemed so 
much in consonance with the devilish matignit 
of the fellow that of itself it seemed to furnis 
curroboration to theory. 

Tiere is another singular phase of the Morey 
letter business that bas not hitherto been pub- 
lished. That is the fact that the alleged star- 
route thieves have been boidiag it, iu terrorem, 
over certain Administration meu. It has been 
constantiy and cuntidently claimed that proofs 
were in the possession of certain parties which 
showed conclusively that Gen. Gartield wrote the 
letter himself. The threateved exposure of tbis 
matter has been an importaut factor in keeping 
the star-route prosecutions within certain limits, 
beyond which they were not * go unless 
the Guiteau theory sbouid take the wind out of 
the sails of this blackmailing story.

THE PATRONAGE SYSTEM. 


Congressmen Harassed by the Impor- 
tunities of Place-HMunters, and Pre- 


vented from Attending to Their Du- 


ties, 

By Telegraph to New York Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 17.—Republican mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives nowadays 
may be roughly divided isto two classes—the 
“lucky” and the * unlucky.’ A lucky Congress- 
man is one who secures the privilege of filling 
one of the subordinate places about the House 
which has fallen to bis State as part of its 
“share” of the patronage. As the “share” of a 
State is small, compared with the number of its 
Representatives, the latter are compelled to-de- 
cide by lot who shail bestow the patronage. 
Even the “lucky ’ Congressman finds his lot not 
altogether enviable. One of this class, in con- 
versation with a Tribune correspondent, be- 
wuiled his good fortune thus: 

Some half-dozen places fell to our are, 
and | was one whodrew a lucky number Of 
course I bad my man picked out beforehaad, but 
immediately ali my colleagues who had been un- 
lucky turned their candidates loose upon me 
and beset me themselves; and my last state was 
worse than the tirst. If I nad drawn a dozen 
luck numbers I would not have had esough to 
go round and satisfy everybody.” 

“ You ought to be in favor of civil-servide re- 
form.“ sugested the correspondent.

Another Congressman from a Western State

tionsin the departments here. The men who 
bore me most pertinaciously in order to get 
such places are usually the men who ought not 
to have them; although of course good men 
sometimes do apply for my assistance.” 

An Lilinois Representative said: I am bother- 
ed almost to death by office-seekers, and hardly 
find time to do anything except to attend to 
their wants. was talking to a Ten- 
nessee member some time ago, and he 
told me that when a young man he and 
two other ‘ennesseeans were brought to Wash- 
ington by President Jackson and were given 
situations under the Government by him. He 
then had three years to serve as President, and 
he said to them: Nov I want you to understand 
that you can remain here only three years. 
When the time is up I want you to return to 
Tennessee.’ Weil, this Tennessee Congressman 
told me that woben his three years were up he 
packed his traps and went home; but one of his 
companions bung on and managed to re- 
tained. ‘When de left Tennessee to come to 
Washington,’ said my friend, ‘he was a promis- 
ing young lawyer, much brighter than I was.

Place Walnut and Sudstitute Ma- 
hogany—What Ie Being Done at Cairo.

Catrro, iL, Dec. 19.—Vatingy from the warning 
ory of the Western press, uttered in 1865—not- 
ably ina series of letters written to Tae Cut- 
CO Triauxe from the piseries of Wisconsin 
and Minnesota—the pubiic has been regularly 
reminded of the fact that our vast forests of 
merchantable, or rather workable, woods were 

ing rapidiy, ruthiesiy feiled to the ground 
and put on the market. This question has 
absorved the attention of maazine writers as 
woll as those staid and prosy articics which are 
biennially buried in the Government Printing- 

House. The fear, of late years. bus become so gen- 

eral that our pushing, thriving population would 

soon be without the moans of obtaining good 
busiding material that State Governments, join- 
ing the Federal (iovernment, have offered an- 
nual rewards to tree planters.
